THE MAGAZINE SUBJECT-INDEX, 1912. 


We have had many letters asking regarding our 
plans for the Magazine Subject-Index, now that the 
Readers’ Guide to Periodical Literature has announced 
a new and broader index soon to be started as a ‘‘Sup- 
plement,” and also an ‘Industrial Arts Index.’”” We 
take this opportunity therefore of saying that the 
Magazine Subject-Index for 1912 is in active prepara- 
tion, and will be published early in the new year, as 
usual, having as Part II the Dramatic Index for 1912. 
Our policy will be, as before, to include in the Magazine 
Subject-Index such periodicals as are not elsewhere 
indexed, and now that Poole’s Index is dead and the 
Annual Library Index has omitted all periodicals, 
our field will be broadened. We expect to take up 
many of the sets formerly indexed in Poole, and we 
should this year have indexed these back to 1907, 
where Poole left off had we been able to get an agree- 
ment with the Reader’s Guide as to what division of 
these titles could be made between us. Therefore 
our index for 1912 will cover the titles of last year’s 
volume plus certain historical and geographical peri- 
odicals for 1912, which were formerly in Poole’s Index, 
as we shall always specialize in our index on History.

INDEX TO LIBRARY REFERENCE LISTS. 


We print in this issue the Annual Index to Reference 
Lists published in Library Bulletins. This, as in 
previous years, is compiled by the Providence Public 
Library. It will be found very useful in all libraries, 
especially the smaller ones, as giving bibliographies, 
more or less extensive, of subjects especially in 
demand. These Library Bulletins can usually be had 
by sending a stamp to the Library which publishes 
them. We have printed this Index in the Bulletin 
of Bibliography for the past ten years and the period 
from October, 1901, to December, 1906, was covered 
by reprinting in pamphlet form in one alphabet. This 
pamphlet is still available (price 25 cents), and back 
numbers of the Bulletin containing the other annual 
installments can usually be had for 30 cents each.
